Different Caterers of course, 
ave put up wonderful mes!» from 
.hue to time. And the tri 111 room has 
'June some fine things occasionally, 
ilut all things considered student* 
•lave never been better served than 
aow — of course, the prjee per meal, is 
thirty cents, whereas in this past meals 
lave been given at 25 rents, and so 
m. And I believe there are cominu- 
iatlon arrangements at p.-esent, h> 
asual. And perhaps the present ent- 
rer wouiu suit uny student who is 
Ailllng :o pay tho twenty uolmr* 
août hly rate that soma students (I 
.ave overheard them I say they mm 
,et elsewhere A t'rench , breakfast 
,oo. of coffee and rolls, is served ui 
.jrc-seni. for those who desire this. Men 
an be suited In the iveoont dlnliie, 
oom In short -as reasonably as elst; 
.nere. In view of the Increased cosi 
of living. 

Dut there are other aspects of tlu 
whole situation; Men owe sotueihlii*. 
o tho Union, and to this attempt ol 
the Union to meri. the sjreat socln 
tvanl of a common meal— tho focal 
ihing in any club. 

Do the students really appreciate a!', 
i.i j club dining room iu*nn» "up 
own." on Sherbrooke street-— a room 
hat compares favorably In every wa> 
with nny of the well known Mont- 
real club dining rooms? 

I know of no brighter of more re- 
fined and comfortable place in Mont- 
real one of our winter days. Do the 
men know thai the Union is run every 
,eor for them by the University, in 
pite of the fact of a deficll running 
well into the thousands? Th-; first 
ear of the Union, the dining room 
ili, m- lost us thousnnds of dollars. It 
.8 very hard indeed for any caterer 
:o make much out of the d.'nlng room 
-ii View of the prices at which he Is 
■ompelled to feed students with lit- 
tle chance of additional remunerative 
'extras" of one kind or another. He 
gets no cu'Uoiuers in all chose Inter- 
val hours. Two or three "rushes" 
makei his day. If they are good rushes, 
■s can eurvlve; if not, he cannot pos- 
ilbly do Jo. The men really owe it to 
he Union, to the caterer, to them-

"The Drive on Calais" was the topic 
chosen by Dr. Colby for his lecture 
yesterday afternoon at the B.V.C. In 
the "Europe at War" series which ho 
is delivering. 

After having described, In the pre- 
vious lecture, the disastrous defeat of 
the German hosts at the Marne on 
September 9th and 10th, Dr. Colby 
went on to deal with subsequent de- 
velopments in a new theatre of ac- 
tivity—namely, the angle between the 
Alsne and the Oise. While this phase 
of the war was less crowded with 
dramatic incidents than that Imme- 
diately preceding, yet it was none 
the less as Important. 

This portion of the war was a glori- 
ous period In the history of the Brit- 
sh Army, labouring under a heavy 
ardship, the lack of munitions, the 
nglish and French Armies had all 
hey could do to keep the Germans to 
i fixed battle line, and prevent them 
rom breaking through: It is hard to 
pportlon with any degree of accur- 
acy the credit for this achievement, 
• ut in the light of presently known 
. vldence It would soem that what oc- 
iisloned the German retreat was the 
ollapse of the three Eastern armies 
-those of Von Hansen, Wurtemberg 
mil tho Crown Prince — which was 
■hiefly accomplished by Foch's bril- 
lant manoeuvre at the centre. 

The British Army comes Into prom- 
inence for Its brilliant work, during 
i.he two months from September 13 to 
"Vfovember 13. when it did similar 
ivork to that done by Balfourler In 
March of this year, and the 20th 
ïorps at Verdun. To quote Dr. Col- 
ly, "It Is Impossible that human be- 
•ngs should perform deeds of greater 
•arlng and constancy than were 
.vrought by the British at Ypres or 
he French at Verdun." 

Up till Sept. 12 theni was no capture 
>f large bodies of prisoners on either 
lde, while both sides were striving 
'or this, yet major strategy prevent- 
ed the Germans from achieving such 
i success, while minor numbeis did 
•iot allow Joffre's forces to deal such 
i blow. The disparity w;ns still sonic- 
hlng like 8 to », even after the bnt- 
!es nt Nancy, the Marne and else- 
where. 

It Is Interesting to note. In pass- 
ing, the shape of the battle line from 
'he Swiss border to the English Chan- 
nel, especially the sudden curve, al- 
most a right angle, which it takes 
where the Oise receives the Aisne. It 
was In this grent angle that the op- 
erations of the week between Sept. 12 
and Sept. 19 took place. This plat- 
;nu Is of (i highly defensible char- 
acter, and even ns far back as ISH 
Blucher delivered repulsing attacks 
from here against Napoleon. It was 
on this plateau that the Germans re- 
solved to entrench themselves if they 
failed In crushing the French forces 
at one blow. North of Soissons It 
•ends Itself to easy defense because 
't is broken with ridges nnd crests, In 
dditlon to being from 1R0 to 450 feet 
hove the river valleys of the Oise 
ind the Alsne. Joffre could not take 
advantage of this natural fortress be- 
muse of the presence of three pow- 
erful German Armies in the neigh- 
bourhood of Verdun. 

When the German forces were fall- 
ing back from the Marne, telegraphic 
communication put the detachments 
left on the Alsne hostlly at work im- 
provising entrenchments, which work 
must have progressed nt a great rate. 
The Kaiser's troops withdrew from 
the Alsne. for about a mile nnd a half, 
and established themselves on firm, 
hard ground overlooking the stream, 
and nenr enough to keep It well with- 
in range of their artillery. Kluek's 
and Bulow's policy was evidently one | 
of fast retreat. In order to get Into | 
trenches In a strong position as i 
quickly, and with as little loss, as 
possible. 

When the battle of the Alsne com- 
menced. 'Mo noury was occupying po- 
sitions near Complegne, Sir John 
French was east of Soissons, nnd on 
his righ* General d'Esnefey. It was

Advices from n former member of the editorial staff of McGill Daily now at the Canadian 
Muffineers' Training Depot at Crow-borough, SiiHRex, England, state that the rumor is prevalent 
then- that Lieut. William H. IVntioek, Sci. '15, serving with the Canadian Engineers in France, 
has been recommended for the Victoria Cross for distinguished service with the Canadian 
troops in the recent righting on tho Komme front. No further information is given. In con- 
versation by long distance telephone with Mrs. William II. IVnnock, Stewart street, Ottawa, 
mother of Lieut, l'^nnock. McGill Daily was informed that she had received no information in 
Confirmation of the report, although many people had inquired as to its authenticity. No letter 
had been received from Lieut. Pennoek since September .'10, and the letter of that date contained 
no reference to any decoration, Lieut. Pennoek was in the habit of writing regularly. 

Lieut. "Bill" Pennoek was well known nt the University when a student. He was born in 
Ottawa in 1913, and studied at the Ottawa Collepiatc Institute before coming to McGill. 
Here be was a member of the Rugby football team which played in the Intermediate Inter- 
collegift te Union, andd WAS also a spare for the first team under Frank Shanghnessy. He was 
a member of the Junior Dance Committee in his third year at McGill. After graduation ]jc sec- 
cured a commission in the Canadian Engineers., trained at Ottawa, and finally went overseas. 
Latterly he has been with the 1st Army Corps Company of the Canadian Engineers.

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THE CANADIAN CLUB AND SIR HERBERT TREE. 

To those of \is who were ou pins and needles wondering which 
way the Literary and Debating Society was going to go — backward 
or forward — although the former would be hard to do, it is somewhat 
of a relief to see the energetic manner in which the executive is re- 
viving that necessary ami justly important organization. The debate 
held a week ago was certainly one of the best that we have had here 
in a number of years, and the interest stirred up in the subject was 
ample evidence of the work put on the arrangements by those in 
charge. The importance of being able to stand up in public and ex- 
press your thoughts in an easy manner and in proper words has been 
urged in these columns on a number of occasions, and the easiest way 
to acquire this valuable acquisition to your education is to attend the 
meetings of the "Lit." 

At a meeting of this society last year it was decided to incor- 
Vporate with it the Canadian Club, a one-time very live organization at 
the University, and to join the activities of both under the one head 
and name. The executive of the "Lit." determined that both phases 
of the Society should receive due prominence this year, and the first 
meeting which will have the Canadian Club to the fore will be held 
next Thursday afternoon at "> p.m., when Sir Herbert Heerbolnn Tree 
will address the members. Sir Herbert, besides being an actor, is also 
an author, and in a reveiw of one of his books, "Thoughts and After- 
thoughts," T. P. O'Connor, in "T. P. s "Weekly," has the following, 
•among other things, to say: 

He is one of the most interesting personalities of our times, 
and it is at the same time one of the most transparent — that is to 
those who can see and who are brought into close contact with 
Sir Herbert Tree. The face with its quizzical look, the refined and 
well-chiselled features, the abstract air, above all, the eyes, blue 
as a summer sky, large, with something of the wide openness of 
a child's gazing in never diminished wonder and interest at the 
passing strange things that make up the world, all this reveals 
the born dreamer; the incurable idealist that has still the child's 
freshness of outlook and interest. 

And such is the real man. He is a great actor — he is an un- 
exampled stage producer; he has become prosperous after bold 
daring experiments; but "an font." he is the artist before and 
above everything else. Doubtless he has to consider, and very 
carefully, the financial results of his productions; he has to work 
tremendously hard; he can earn a huge income; but his soul re- 
mains artistic. The brain behind those wide-open eyes is as 
restless almost as perpetual motion ; it lives in projects and 
dreams and situations; and it is in the transformation of these 
dreams into realities that the real pleasures of the man is. That 
is his life. 

Even in conversation with him, although he is the best of 
listeners, you dimly feel this intense self-absorption which is 
nurtured rather than interrupted by the words of others; all 
that these words can do is to set him off into new dreams, new 
pictures, new situations. And this it is that while he has lived 
in the fierce competition of theatrical life, with its infinite and 
never-ending hazards, with its moments of paralyzing nervous- 
ness, he remains the Peter Pan of the stage; the dreamer that 
has never become a realist ; the man of business that has never 
ceased to put art before money. 
The whole philosophy of Sir Herbert's life is, — the necessity of 

being oneself, and one passage from "Thoughts and Afterthoughts" 

will make this quite evident. He says: 

The best, thing a man can do is to be himself in spite of in- 
conveniences ; and in his little walk through life to tell the truth 
according to himself; to be afraid of no man except himself; to 
respect the laws, but not to cringe to them; to be himself in 
spite of the opinion of the multitude, and to acknowledge no 
higher jCourt of Appeal than that of his own conscience; for he 
who can look unflinchingly in the mirror of his own soul laughs 
when his effigy is burned in the market-place. 
"Is that so7" I asked. 

And the pine trees murmured, "Yes, our only Betters arc 
Ourselves." 

Can there be any necessity for the Daily to urge every student 
in the University 1o attend the meeting next Thursday afternoon? 



Dear Frankenstein, — 

"Scratch a Russian and you come 
upon a Tartar." Induce a philosopher 
to discuss the woman question, no 
matter from what angle, and you will 
discover In him the Man. It le ridicu- 
lous to conduct polemics on the equal- 
ity of the sexe», or to attempt to de- 
termine the superiority of man or 
woman. You might as well prove that 
the sun Is more useful than the air 
or contrariwise. The fact Is, man and 
woman are complements of each eth- 
er, and the greatness of the one re- 
sults from that of the other, 

My unknown correspondent may 
Indued be an excellent biologist, but, 
like his contemporary. Prof, liaeckel, 
he Is a poor economist. Otherwise he 
would know that the "clinging vine" 
type of woman Is, comparatively, u 
new product, and could only have be- 
come such through the introduction of 
private property. With the establish- 
ment of that Institution woman be- 
came a chattel, spoken of In the In- 
ventory of the household goods. 

Fur different was the woman of tho 
ancient Teutones, uccordlng to Taci- 
tus and Caesar. She, on the contrary, 
was the acknowledged helpmate of 
man. Amundsen tells us that the Es- 
kimos treat their wives as comrades. 
In the South Sea Islands, and In parts 
of Australia, where civilization has not 
yet pluced her "braïen huof," women 
are on a level with men. 

Don't you see thut when women take 
part in the struggle for existence, as 
they do In countries where private 
property does not exist, equality is the 
inevitable result? With the develop- 
ment of private property, and of the 
law of primogeniture comes the en- 
slavement of woman and her trans- 
formation into a clinging vine. 

It goes without saying thut among 
the modern proletariat (I don't in- 
clude the slum element, but only that 
enlightened portion of mankind that 
performs all the useful labor), thv 
women are more respected, and prac- 
tically, if not In theory, treated as 
the equals of the men. Why? Sim- 
ply because, since the revolution In 
industry is going on. this great re- 
lentless, iron revolution, woman has 
become a tender of the machine, thus 
driving man from his trade. The wo- 
man of the proletariat Ib no longer a 
helpless onlooker on the field of 
man's activity.

the united efforts of these three com- 
manders which were directed against 
the Germans on the plateau occupy- 
ing the angle of the Alsne and the 
Oise. To cross the river was the first 
task, a marvellous operation in the 
face of the German position and fire, 
and which was made possible only 
by the steady work of tho English 
and French engineers. It was on the 
14th of September that Manoury's 



to a depth of six miles, enabling the 
Belgian* to hold the Une of the Yser 
until It became possible to inundate 
the flats Just to the south of the 
canal, with the result that the Ger- 
mans to the south of the Yser were 
cut off and drWned In largo num- 
bers. 

William II. was looking on here, as 
tie had been watching the attempt of 
his troops at Nancy to storm the 
Grand Couronne. It was evident that 
Calais could not be reached by the 
short route. The Germans drew back 
their reserves from the north side of 
the Yser, and threw them into the 
Ypres struggle. It was here that the 
Canadians distinguished themselves. 
Ypres and St. Julien are names which 
will long be remembered In Canadian 
minds. The whole struggle at Ypres 
was a test of the Individual soldier

German positions could be rushed. 
Sir Iiouglas Halg then succeeded In 
reaching the top of a plateau parall- 
eling the river and commanding a 
wide sweep of the river, where sev- 
eral guns were captured as woll as 
1,000 prisoners. It was impossible to 
retain this position unless assistance 
came from D'Esperey and Manoury In 
the way of a corresponding advance. 

The Germans had so lodged them- 
selves on the Alsne that they could 
only be turned out by a flunking 
movement that would bend their line 
further north; this Joffre determined 
to do. following a course almost due 
north from Complegne. It was soon 
seen that the Germans were In too 
great numbers to be outflanked, so 
the Allies extended their line to the 
sea. Early In October the place of 
the British on the Alsne was taken by 
a portion of the French reserves, while 
Kreneh. Hnlg and Hmtth-Dorrlen 
moved northwards. From Arras to the 
sea the holding of Uie line was en- 
trusted to three chief units, and three 
, m | y _the British under French: the 
French eighth army under cTUrbal, 
and the French tenth army under 
Maud'huy. 

The month betwen Sept. 20th and 
Oct. 20th was sn Interval between 
two great sets of battles; those of the 
Alsne and Marne, and those at Arms. 
La Bassee. Ynres and on the Yser. 
This was occupied by the attempt of 
the Allies and the Germans to outflank 
each other In Northern France and 
West Flanders. The Kaiser reduced 
his forces In Alsace during October, 
nnd strengthened them very heavily 
on the north: In fact, north nf Sols- 
sons probably 1.2BO.O00 men were 
massed before the first of November 
— the French and English 
them with about half that number 
This was the preamble to the dash 
for Calais, which objective. If reached, 
would establish a permanent naval 



Ypres Is In a large flat plain, cov- 
ering about 35 square miles. The hot- 
test fighting lay between the city and 
the easterly top of the salient between 
Zonnebeke and Glreluvert. The odds 
against French's men were two to 
one on the average, though at times 
it was much grenter. October 31st, 
between two and three o'clock in the 
afternoon, marked the most critical 
moment In the battle of Ypres. It was 
at this time that the memorable 
charge of the 2nd Worcesters was 
made when. with extraordinary 
promptness and dash they swept the 
Germans from In front of the first 
division, recaptured Oheluvert, and 
enabled the whole British line to re- 
form. 

The last great attempt to break 
through was made November 11th. 
Here again the Prussian Guard was 
thrown back, also at Ghehivert, and It 
was also the first division, supported 
by the seventh, which bore the brunt 
of the onset. Here again, as at Nancy 
and Yser, Kaiser William saw his 
choice troops shattered. 

In connection with the fight In the 
Salient during the early part of No- 
vember, great praise Is due for the 
defence of Blxschoote made by Gen- 
eral Dubois, where whole columns of 
German troops were swept sway In 
frontal attacks.

There Ib an excellent opportunity to 
keep In shape in a musical way dur- 
ing the winter months in this wuy. 
With Mr. Pressner as leader, they 
have any musical ability are Invited 
this line, and one whose capabilities 
are undoubted.

THE PRINCESS. 

The bill for this week at the Prin- 
cess Is one of unusual Interest, and 
attraction. The sensatlonul dtama, 
"Just a Woman." by Eugene Withers, 
possesses a singular forcefulness and 
effectually deals with weighty social 
problems. The dangers which too of- 
ten accompany the sudden acquisition 
of property are vividly set forth. It 
depicts the heroic efforts of a wife to 
rescue her husband and her boy from 
the results of newly acquired wealth. 

The play contains plenty of action, 
which Is here and there relieved with 
touches of deepest pathos. "The Wo- 
man," personated by Mabel BrowneJt, 
handles her part with skill, and her 
pathetic plea before the court Is the 
most intensely sensational part of the 
drama. Ernest Anderson, as "The 
Man," and Stuart Fox ns "The Boy," 
present their parts with an earnest- 
ness that cannot fail to Imprest!. 

The scenery of the first, act depicts 
a steel works on the outskirts of 
Pittsburg. The grimy workers living 
with one sole purpose— work, and 
work. In the huge, Insanitary, tlanger 
fraught mills, In which death lurks at 
every turn. All Is only too true to life, 
and to the state of modern Industrial 
method*. 

The court, scene Is one which holds 
the audience In breathless suspense. 
Wllllanv B. Randall, as the lawyer, 
plays his part In n most effective man- 
ner, and succeeds in leaving the Im- 
pression that brutal Injustice and 
criminal treatment are suppressed by 
the ncqnlttal of the woman and the 
penalyzing of "the man." 

The entire drama Is devoted to the 
representation of lamentable social 
evils, and the dangers of suddenly 
acquired wealth. It delivers Us mes- 
sage with a pathos nnd forcefulness 
which leaves a deep Impression on 
the audience.

It is surprising that the enemy 'subs.' 
do not get more than 3 per cent, of 
the ships around the British Isles. 
About 5 o'clock on Sunday afternoon 
we took on the pilot at the extreme 
mouth of the Ulver Mersey. The 
sailors m the anchored lightships 
cheered and saluted us with their fog- 
horns. From now on we steamed 
slowly up between the lights on both 
sides of the ship. We remained In the 
stream all night. 

"At 1.30 n.m. reveille was sounded. 
Everybody got up and packed their 
equipment, removing it to the poop 
deck. After the second sitting had 
finished breakfast we started to draw 
Into the docks. There are eight miles 
of docks at Liverpool. Practically no 
lights were visible around the city. 
We docked about 6.80 a.m. In less 
than five minutes we were on the 
train, and it only took a few more 
minutes to get a battalion on with 
us. 

"In passing through the country on 
our way to camp, we were much im- 
pressed by the neatness of the farms. 
The pretty hedges were quite notice- 
able all through the country. Such 
stupa as Birmingham and Oxford 
were Interesting. At about quarter to 
three on Monday afternoon we arrived 
at our destination with about two 
miles to walk with full equipment. Our 
kit never felt so heavy. The beauti- 
ful macadamized roads helped make 
the march with 92 lbs. much easier. 

"We are at Witley Camp, Mllford, 
In Surrey County. We are about seven 
miles from Guilford — a town which 
will probably be shown on the map. 
There are about 24,000 Canadians in 
tho camp here. About sixteen Mac- 
donald fellows are In the vicinity, in- 
cluding Sutherland. '19. We will be 
moving In a few days to an artillery 
camp. Land here is very sandy, and 
although it has rained every day 
since we arrived, there Is no mud. Ev- 
eryone is happy In spite of the wea- 
ther."

NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

The following interesting extract Is 
from a letter received from Gunner O. 
D. Matthews, Agrl. '18, of the ïîlst 
Canadian Siege Battery iNo. 6 McGill) 
describing In detail the Journey of 
the battery across the Atlantic. 

"We had a delightful trip across 
the Atlantic on the famous 46,500-ton 
ship Olympic. With only five hours' 
notice to get ready and be on board, 
we had some rush at Halifax. We 
were notified at noon hour, Sept. 19th, 
to be on board at 5 o'clock that after- 
noon. 

"Next morning, about eight, wc 
steamed out uf Halifax harbour, and 
after being given a send-off by a 
British destroyer outside, we stenm- 
ed for the open sea alone. The ma- 
jority of our fellows were much Im- 
pressed with tho vast ocean, and the 
fact that we were on the 'Olympic' 
The ship Is like a huge hotel on the 
ocean. Tho promenade deck Is like a 
street, and measures 1,150 feet around. 
To walk around the ship on a lower 
deck would give one an appetite for 
breakfast. When you go about eight 
decks down you forget you are on 
the ocean. It Is about 70 feet from 
the promenade deck to water level. 
The ship Is magnificent Inside; I 
would like to cross over on her in 
peace times. Everything outside Is 
painted water rolour, and not a light 
Is visible at night. 

"We sure had a Jolly trip. Being 
the senior unit on board wo had ev- 
ery attention given to us. Including 
the best quarters of any troops on 
the ship. The poop deck was reserv- 
ed for us between 9 and 12 In the 
forenoon, during which time we play- 
ed such games as Canadian Tag, Car- 
rying Peanuts on a Knife, Tug of 
War, etc., Instead of the dull routine 
of drill. None of the 5,600 troops on 
board had as much fun as we did. 

"The first three days out we prac- 
tised what was known as 'Fire Drill* 
at certain times during the day. The 
ship's whistle would give two or three 
successive short blasts, which would 
be taken up by the buglers, trumpeters 
and officers' whistles. All troops at 
once went to the open deck above 
them and stood at attention facing 
the sea. With some hustling, It took 
about three minutes to get this done. 
Another excitement was the practice 
with naval and machine guns from 
the ship. Boxes and barrels would 
be thrown out at Intervals as targets. 
Sometimes we would turn broadside 
before opening fire. Another feature 
of the trip, which I had often read 
about, but nexer seen, was the zig- 
zagging in the danger zone. It Is 
sure a great scheme to fool submar- 
ines. If a submarine enmea up and 
makes observatlona in our course, 
when she comes up again to shoot 
the torpedo her calculations are all 
out because of the zlg-sagglng. With 
our speed we would leave an under- 
sea host behind In a few minutes. In 
the danger zone we went about 2"j, 



IN MEMORIAM. 

The news of the death of our fel- 
low student, Julius J, G. Richardson, 
was received some time ago with 
much sorrow by all who knew him. 
Julius was an "old boy" of Westmount 
Academy. In the fall of' 1918 be en- 
tered Macdonald with Agr. '17: vari- 
ous causes combined to prevent him 
from completing his course, so ho re- 
entered Macdonald the next fall with 
Agr. 18. • But unhappily for us, nnd 
with the sacrifice of all his ambitions 
and chances of success, his course 
was abruptly brought to an end. Julius 
enlisted with the 24th Victoria Rifles, 
early In February, 1916, He was 
twenty months in the service of his 
King and Country, when on the af- 
ternoon of June 6, he was struck by 
a fragment of an high explosive shell, 
and passed away about eight o'clock 
the following morning. 

When Julius enlisted Macdonald 
College lost one of their number ever 
true to his Alma Mater. It is diffi- 
cult to realize that our college chum, 
and real friend to all who knew him. 
will never return. We all looked for- 
ward to his coming back to complete 
his course with us. And all who knew 
JUliUS, fellow students and friends, 
sincerely mourn for him. and sympa- 
thize with his family, who have lost 
so good a son and brother. "Greater 
love hnth no man than this, that he 
lay down his life for his friends."

A letter to Mctiill Daily from Lieut, 

IT, now with the 
Canadian Engineers' Training Depot 
at Cruwborough. Sussex, England, 
gives much Interesting infoamat.on 
regarding McCill men in England: — 
"We just arrived at our present 
camp a week ago to take up winter 
quarters. It has done nothing but 
rain since wa got here. The land is 
very high, and seems i 0 catch every 
rainstorm that passes. Last year it 
rained 64 days without a stop, and 
the way It has started this year makes 
me think we will establish a new re- 
cord this time. 

"We were at Shorncllffe for a while, 
and everything was fine. 1 saw my 
weighty collaborator, 'Fat' Allen, the 
other day. He is at the Canadian 
Military School waiting to go with a 
draft to France. He Is a captain. 
When 1 saw him be was receiving in- 
structions In bomb-throwing in some 
of our trenchea at Shorncllffe. The 
other side hit him with a bomb, and 
you should have seen him run. The 
bombs were harmless, being only 
filled with a small amount of loose 
junpowder. but TaP wasn't taking 
any chances. 

"The country is full of Canadians, 
and many of them claim Mc.GIll as 
their Alma Mater. In the Engineers 
îere ve have Mel.

QUALITY MAINTAINED FOR OVER 30 YLAR5 



A large and enthusiastic crowd of 
theologues turned out at the Divin- 
ity Hall yesterday afternoon, on the 
occasion of the first business meeting 
of the newly organized Theological 
Society. A. N. Wlthey, M.A., the 
president, was in the chair, and about 
85 members attended nt the opening, 
several more dropping In later. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the organization meeting, the report 
of the Executive on Constitution was 
received. The Secretary reported that 
the Faculty had heartily approved the 
objects of the Society, and hud ex- 
tended their best wishes for Its long 
life and best success. The Constitu- 
tion was generally approved, although 
some minor details suggested altera- 
tion. Chief among those was the de- 
letion of "Undergraduate" from the 
nnme. since they contended not oil the 
Theologues proceeded to a Theological 
degree, but rather to a diploma. The 
meeting also realized that the term 
would exclude also post-graduates, 
who In some years attended courses 
at the college, and who would be de- 
sirable members of the Society. 

A communication had been receiv- 
ed from the Students' Council of Mc- 
(1111 expressing appreciation of the 
objects of the Society ,and asking for 
consideration of closer relationship 
with the University, 

Mr. Fowler spoke to the question, 
and while regretting the unavoidable 
absence of a member of the Council, 
said he thought the plan of' cloBcr 
co-operation was a good one. 

Mr. Steed followed, and while ap- 
proving cfi the McGIII Council's action, 
thought that some difficulty might be 
experienced hy the present Constitu- 
tion of the Council. 

Mr. drier had been led to under- 
stand the Council were willing to meet 
the difficulty If possible, nnd appre- 
ciated the new spirit in the Univer- 
sity of co-operation and brother- 
hood. 

To bring the discussion to a head. 
R. Armstrong and W. B. Taylor mov- 
ed the following resolution: "This 
meeting places Itself -on record as 
strongly In favour of entering into 
closer relation with the Students' 
Council of McOllI University, and ex- 
presse» Its desire that certain privi- 
leges be extended to Us members, and 
a closer relation be made in all stu- 
dent activities. And that a commit- 
tee be appointed to interview the 
Students' Council and report at the 
next meeting." The resolution was 
carried unanimously, and the Presi- 
dent. N. A. Withey, Vice President. 
W. S. Taylor, and Secretary C. R. 
Cuming were appointed members of 
the committee. 

The advisability of bringing into 
further development the athletic side 
nf the student life wss discussed, and 
a committee comprising W. B. Steed 
and T. McCuthey, was appointed tn 
look into the whole question nnd re- 
port. 

The report on membership was read 
by the secretary, It being stated that 
43 members had enrolled. 

The meeting adjourned at five 
o'clock.

The pr' ce of tnls llceluic ls Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue, it is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
